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STRIKE ON RAILROAD

Wages Reduced by Cutting Down
Hours

THE MEN REFUSE TO WORK

At the Reduced Wages the Men Only
Receive One Dollar and Forty
Cents a Day for Their Very
Hard Work.

Grants Pass, Dec. 18.—An order wus
received from headquarters to Tom
Burke, foreman of the steel gangs lay-
ing new rails between Crow creek can-
yon and Grants Pass, to the effect that
the hours for work should be reduced

from 10 to 8§, thus cutting the men's
wages from $1.75 to §1.40 a day, to take
effect at once. The order affected be-
tween 200 and 300 laborers, and, while
there ia no kind of an organisation
among these men, they laid down their
toola and asked for their time, which
suspended operations of the several
construction crews in  the vicinity.
There was no demonstration, but the
men just quistly quit work and left
Mr. Burke with only about 25 men to
earry on the work,

The men pay $450 per week for
board, and they are not alone In their
opinion that the amount of wages
under the new conditions s too small
for the work done. Mr, Burke wired
the situation to headquarters Tues-
iday and received Instructions to pick
up all the section men possible in all
the crews near by and place them in
his department. The order also re-
duced hours of section men from 10
to 9, thus reducing their wages to §1.35
a day. It is doubted if the section men
will take up the new work. Of course
there are quite a number of Idle men
all over the country, and the railroad
company expeécts to ship in men from
San Francisco and Portland to take the
places of the meén who have quit. Some
are free to express the opinion that
this move on the part of the rallroad Is
only the beginning of more reductions
to follow and that there will occur a
general tie up of all lines of work on
the Harriman system.

AGAINST LES MAJESTIE.

Boys Committed to Jail for Trivial
Offenses.

Berlin, Dec. 13—While it Is true
that the judicial authorities have been
infprmally advised that the kalser f=
inclined to be more lenlent with per-
gons who commit les majestie In a
condition of drunkenness. all depends
upon the grade of drunkennesa. It
seems that a man or woman must be
stone blind drunk to escape being sent
to jail, so drank that he I8 Irresponsl-
ble, befare the law, for hix actiona. Be-
sldes he must prove previous good
character, must crave the emperor's
pardon publicly and pay a fine. On the
other hand the law continues to be
strictly enforced against all sober peo-
ple, even down to little children. There
are now three children In Prussian jails
who have besn sentenced for insult to
the lord's anointed. One of them Is a
little girl 12 years old, of Polish pa-
rentage, who refused to accept from the
teacher a brooch wi the emperor's
pleture that William sent to the Polish
scholara. The teacher would not take
back the imperial present and little
ariska let 1t fall on the floor. Hence
®ix weeks' arrest for her—not much
considering that up to 150 years ago
Russians were executed for dropping
a coin bhearing the czar's plcture,

Five months was the sentence given
to a polley boy, who =aid he was proud
of a medal one of his forefathers wore
in fighting the Prussians, and that he
would not exchange it for all the
medals the kalser compelled people to
decorate themselves with,

The third victim of the lese majestie
law, Adelbert Grezabka, 13 years old,
informed his schoolmates that the
kalser, In his heart of hearts, was an
ally of Rusala. but that if he aver got
Into a scrap with the Japs he would
probably run as fast as Alexieff. The
ofMicial papers maintain that Adelbert
I8 a thoroughly unspeakable lad, who
“gsassges” his teacher, steals apples and
pennles and I8 glven to other henlous
crimen.

AFTER TOBACCO TRUSBT.

Tobacco Growers Compelled to Accept
Prices Offered by the Trust.
Washington, Dee. 13.—The depart-
ment of Justice has declded to make
an Investigation of the methods and
operations of the so-calld tobacco
trust, composed of the Américan and
Continental companies of this country,
and the British Imperial Company of
England, which buys practieally the
entire leaf tobacco output of Kentucky
and Tennessee, Felix G. Ewing, prési-
dent of the Tennesses and Kentucky
Tobacco Growers' Assoclation, today
received assurances that the attorney
general would appoint A. E Garner
of Bpringfield, Tenn, as a apeclal at-
torney to assist District Attorney Till-
man in making the investigation and

prosecuting the trust, should the facts
developed warrant such action,

It is alleged by the tobacco grow-
ers that because of the methods of
the trust, which, it Is declared, have
stifted all competition in buying, the
price of tobacco averages today only
one-fifth of what it did five years agv,
and that now instead of there belng
many bldders for the crop, the terrl-
tory ls parcelled out, the price fixed
and one agent Is selected by the trust
to cover a certain territory, and the
tobacceo must be sold to him or not be
disposed of at all. In this manner the
entire tobacco growing reglon of Ten-
nessee and Kentucky is covered by the
agents of the trust, to the exclusion,
it Is asserted, of all other possizle buy-
ers.

OKLAHOMA ASKS STATEHOOD.

So Says Govermor Ferguson in His
Annual Report.

Washington. Dec. 13.—"The flag of
our republie will not be complete until
on ita fields of blue is placed the ris-
Ing start of Okiahoma,” says the an-
nual report of Governor T. B. Fergu-
son, of Oklshoma, made public today.
The report adds:

“With 700,000 people, $540,000,000
worth of property, the major portion
of our public expenses bestowed upon
our schools, unprecedented advance-
ment along all Hnes of enterprise, it
seems that congress should give the
nuthority to exercise in full the rights
of American citizena”

Speaking of the growth of the terri-
tory, the report says:

“The Immigration to Oklahoma dur-
Ing the past y=ar has been quite
heavy. Over a milllon and a half
acres of public land has been taken up
by the homesteader. This  alone
means an Increase in population of
from 40,000 to 50,000 people. The
larger portion of the buyers of farm
property were homeaseekers from otier
states”

The total Immigration s placed at
nearly 100,000, made up of “people
young and energetic, with some capi-
tal to invest, with education, with an
appreclation of religious and social ad-
vantages, morally and physically
equipped to become some of the best
citizena of the future state of Okla-
homa.”

The Increase (n the assessment
value of property in the territory Is
placed at 36,474,601, and that of the
bank deposits at 318,084,315 Six hun-
dred and elghty-nine miles of raliroad
were bullt In the territory during the
year, and “the only bonded Indebted-
ness ever Incurred by the territory
($48,000) has been paid off with ac-
crued Interest some twenty years be-
fore it wan due”

BIG SAVING.

Salt Lake Cutoff SBaves a Fortune
Every Day.

San Francisco, Dec, 13.—The South-
ern Pacific's Ogden-Lucin cutoff across
Great Sale lake has now been In op-
aration long enough to permit the op-
erating department to gather Agures
justifying the expenditure of the many
millions which the big improvement
cot. The cutoff is saving the company
on an average of $2600 a day in operat-
ing expenses, or a little over $300,000
a year, and thi=s amount will steadily
grow as the traffic oveér the Ogden
line increases.

The operating officlals of the South-
ern Pacific are watching with much in-
terest certain experiments now belng
conductsd on the Unlon Pacific with
the use of gasoline motor cars, The
gasoline motors are designed for use
on spur lines, and It |s said that if they
came Gp to expectations they will be
employed on the Southern Pacific as
well as the other Harriman lines.

The
recent International history of Ameriea
does not warrant fears that the Unlted
States dreams of conquest. For more
than 20 years Peru has been sufféring
from the tyranny of a powerful nelgh-
bor and she cannot object to the new
maral force as a Jdefender of justice

CONCESSIONS ARE GRANTED

Complete Jurisdiction Is Granted the
United States on Matters of
Public Importance,

Panama, Deo, 13.~The differences
between  the United States and
Panama, which made necessary the

visit of Secretary of War Taft to the
isthmus, were setthad today by the is-
suance of an executive order signed
by Secretary Taft for Presldent

Roosevelt, and assented to In a letler
by President Amador, of Panama.

The order provides that no trade for
the canal sone or the republle of
Panama can enter the ports estab-
lished by the United States at elther
end of the canal, supplies for the con=
structlon of the canal and articles In
transit  being  excepted, This turns
the customs recelpts of these ports
over to the government of Panama.

Panama sgrees to reduce her tarlff
from 15 per cent nd valorem to 10 per
cent, This reduction applies to all
goods except wines, llquors, aleohol
and oplum. Panuma also agrees 1o
roduce her consular fees and  port
charges to &0 per cent of the rates nt
present charged. Absolute free trade
18 to apply between the canul sone and
the republic of Panama. Vessels en-
terlng the canal ports are granted free
entry to the ports of Colon and
Panama, and vessels entering the lat-
ter ports are entitled the sume privi-
leges In the capal ports,

Complete furisdiction s granted the
United States in the harbors of Colon
and Panama a8 (o sanitation and
quarantine regulations.

Panama reduces her rale of postage
to 2 cents and s to furnish all stamps
in the republie and In the canal zone,
The mone authorities are to purchase
stamps from Panama at 40 per cent of
their face value

The order of Secretary Taft in to be
inefective unless Panama shall put In-
to sffect the gold standard, nccording
to the currency agreement of June 20,
1904. It alsn makes a stipulation re-
garding citizenship rights to  Pana-
mans in the cannl sone and provision
Is alto made in the order for main-
tennnes by the United States of Im-
portant highways, partly in and
partly out of the canal zone, and alsao
for the bullding of =n hospital. The
order I8 made effective December 12,
